HEALTH INSPECTION

Total of 41.3 Children Had 


One of More Defects of 


Varying Nature. 


A total of 1,081 pupils were 


given a health inspection during 
the month of November, accord 
ing to the monthly report of 
Miss Martha Peters, county Red 
Cross nurse. 


Of this number, 617 received 


a full inspection and 464 a partial 
inspection. A total of 413 children 
tiad one or more defects of vary- 
ing degree as follows: eyes, 207; 
nose and throat, 194; teeth, 151; 
glands, 33; skin, 11; orthodepic 
defects, 1; 10 percent or more 
underweight, 185. 


Defects in 43 children were 


corrected as folows: teeth, 29; 
eyes, 6; nose and throat, 6. Two 
children were placed under a 
Dhysician's care and six children 
are now under treatment. 


Eight classroom talks were giv- 


en; nine parent consultations 
were held at school; fourteen vis- 
its were made to schools, of 
which five were revisits; 61 vis- 
its were made to or in behalf of 
school children. In addition, two 
visits were made to inf ants under 
one year and three visits were 
made to adults. 


Four class periods in Home Hy- 


giene and Care of the Sick were 
leld.with an average attendance 
of sixteen. Three talks were giv- 
en, five visits were made in. be-, 
half of the nursing service and 
other activities.

through the' Meuse Valley in 
Belgium under cloak of a heavy 
:og and took the lives of 67 
humans and killed a great num- 
Der of livestock. _ 


Near Grosmount, 
Yorkshire, 


ten cattle died yesterday on one 
farm of a mysterious malady of 
which the symptoms, veterinari- 
ans said, were much like those of 
victims of the Belgian fog. Like 
Belgium, southern England has 
suffered from the intense fog 
conditions of the past few days. 


The view of Belgian medical 


officials that the Meuse Valley 
deaths were due to fog alone has 
found 
considerable 
support 


among London doctors with a 
wide experience of fog 
effects. 


They cite official returns of sev- 
eral very foggy periods, in one of 
which the death rate arose from 
a normal 12.5 per week per 1,000 
to 14.3 or an increase that week 
of 8,000 in the number of deaths.

road workers was 1,531,711, which 
was 312,185 or 12.2 per cent less 
than those so employed the cor- 
responding month of 1929. 


Operating records of the Class 


One lines, those which incorpor- 
ate more than 9.0 per cent of the 
country's total 
rail mileage 


"showed a reduction of freighl 
train miles, freight car miles, 
and gross and net ton miles." 
These are the best known froms 
of registering freight business. 
The entire showing was attribu- 
ted to the "heavy decline in gross 
and net earnings as a result of 
the economic depression which 
began in 1929." 


"If railway finances were suf- 


fering only from the fact that -a 
recession in business is being ex- 
perienced as in other Industries 
of this country and of the world 
it might be sufficient to point out 
that in judging of railway i 
come one should in,fairness cori- 
sider the good and bad years tdr 
gether," the commission contin- 
ued.

Washington, Dec. 7—(AP)— 


Secretary Adams sailed straight- 
away into a statement - of the 
wants of tne navy tor men and 
money today in his annual re- 
port. 


Addressing President Hoover, 


he called for more man power, 
better pay and promotions at 
regular intervals to prevent the 
-stagnation" of officers through 
long periods in the same grade. 


The navy secretary pointed 


out that the present level of 
compensation was 11 per cent 
above that received in 1908, but 
said the cost of living had more 
than doubled since that time. 


Other legislative proposals for 


which he advocated congres- 
sional approval included: 


Authorization to modernize 


the battleships New Mexico, Ida- 
ho and Mississippi; 


Establishment of a naval air- 


ship base on the Pacific coast; 


Guarantees for conservation 


of the naval petroleum and oil 
shale reserves; and

photographs, 


sketches or, maps of vital mili- 
tary and naval defense installa- 
tions and equipment. 


The mcreasng importance of 


aviation to the naval forces was 
evident throughout the report. 
A 6-day plane patrol unit will be 
added to both battle and scout- 
ing fleets, -and two scouting 
squadrons of 20 planes and 12 
planes, respectively, will be at- 
tached to new light cruisers. 


"A need exists for additional 


airplane carriers hi order to ex- 
ploit to the full the possiblities 
of naval aviation hi operations 
with the fleejt," Adams said. A 
west coast air-base was consid- 
ered essential and selection of a 
site was urged upon congress at 
an early date, whether or not 
the navy fcrdered construction of 
a new giant dirigible.

'Pitiable indeed are some of 


the conditions discovered in the 
health inspections of which par- 
ents are not always aware. Chil- 
dren struggling to see, tears 
coursing down their cheeks as a 
result of eye strain; abscessed 
teeth, nose and throat conditions 
defective hearing, having 
not 


only a retarding effect physical- 
ly but mentally so that the child 
struggles through school each 
day, in an effort to attain an ed- 
ucation, which in the end may 
not be accomplished because of 
the retarding effect of physical 
handicaps. 


"In several instances children 


found with defective vision are 
having a better chance because of 
successful corrections, and 
the 


early discovery of this condition 
no doubt has been the means of 
preventing the loss of eye-sight. 
The splendid attitude and co- 
operation of parents indicates 
willingness and desire to have 
their children physically and 
mentally fit thereby giving the 
children their right to. health. 


-The prevalence of smallpox 


and scarlet fever in the county, 
should cause parents to surround 
their children with every safe- 
guard. Vaccination for smallpox 
insures against this loathsome 
disease. Children with sore throat 
and other signs of illness should 
not be permitted to 
attend 


school. The family physician 
should be consulted for diagnosis 
and treatment, so as to prevent 
the development of complica- 
tions, so that serious illlness may 
be averted and that the child 
may return to school at the earl- 
iest possible moment. This proce- 
dure consistently carried out will 
help materially in the mainten- 
ance of good attendance which 
is essential if 1^ie child is to pro- 
gress in school, and also wUl aid 
in the 
conservation of school 


funds, since the abscence from 
school of two hundred chUdren 
because of communicable diseas- 
es for a period of ten days to two 
weeks, would result in the loss of 
about a thousand doUars to the 
cmmunity, as it costs about for- 
ty-five cents per capita to edu- 
cate a child. 


'•The Indiana health law re- 


quires that teachers and trustees 
exclude sick children from school 
and that these are sent to their 
family physician for diagnosis 
and treatment, in order that di- 
agnosis may be made promptly 
and early treatment instituted. 
The co-operation of parents with 
the school in this matter will re- 
sult in better health conditions 
in the schools, affording more ad- 
equate health protection for ev- 
ery child, to which it is entitled."
